Solution of Congestion Problem Still 
Confronting the Ohio Penitentiary, 
W here 
Enrollm ent 
H as 
Reached 
the Highest Crest In Its History. 
New Dorm itory Not Likely to Re- 
, 
Have the Situation. 


Columbus, Oct. 21.—State W elfare 
Director H arker announced that al­ 
though the men*# dormitory at the 
.London prison farm is now a reality, 
, 
the growth in the penitentiary popu­ 
lation has been so rapid th at it has 
contributed little to the solution of 
the congestion problem confronting 
th at institution. 
The penitentiary population reached 
the highest crest in history Monday, 
when 2,90) wore enrolled there, 400 
m ore then the same Sate a year ago. 
W ith 
the 
orison 
farm 
dormitory, 
which will accommodate 600 men, and 
provision for IOO more at the brick 
plant, the penitent* iry u still left 
with a population of 2,2'IO, the maxi­ 
m um it 
can 
accommodate 
without 
crowding. 
As a fu rth er complication 
of the congestion 
problem, it 
was 
pointed out by Mr. Harper that nearly 
1,000 men are serving term s of 
at 
least IO years, while 600 are incar­ 
cerated for life. 
There are now at the new dormitory 
620 men, 170 on the honor role and 
350 in the stockade. 
With 60 more 
prisoners the building’s capacity will 
have been reached. 
The dormitory was constructed by 
prisoners. In the work of supervision, 
a guard, E. W. McKinley, played an 
im portant role, assum ing much of t ’*e 
real burden of the task. 
W. F. Azu­ 
rine, superintendent of the farm, also 
contributed largely to the success of 
th e project. 
The building was plan 
md originally five years ago for the 
adm inistration building for the prison 
farm, but later was converted into a 
dormitory. The structure is composed 
entirely of brick, steel and concrete 
and is fireproof. 
It was rtarted in 
1919, when a small amount of work 
was done. 
For four years the build­ 
ing remained in an incomplete state. 
T he work of finishing ti e structure 
was resumed In June, 1922. 
Material to the value of about HOO, 
OOO. on the ground in June, 1923, and 
Intended for use In the building, was 
cnlvaged for the state and used, to­ 
gether with new material purchased 
since that time at a cost of about 
3125,000. 
It is estimated that a sav­ 
ing of $100,000 was made in m aterial 
th a t would have gene to waste and 
th a t by utilizing prison labor exclu­ 
sively 
an 
additional 
$100,000 
was 
saved to the state In labor costs.

State Hat Been Collecting Taxes ow 
Foreign 
Corporations 
Under 
the 
Law and Approximately $1,000,000 
W as to Fall Duo on Dec. 1— Effect 
of Deeision on Taxes Already Col­ 
lected by the 8tate. 


Columbus, O c t 2 1 —Ohio will lose 
$1,000,000 a year in foreign corpora­ 
tion taxes as a result of the United 
States suprem e court declaring the 
Ohio franchise tax 
law unconstitu­ 
tional. 


The state has been collecting taxes 
on foreign 
corporations 
under 
this 
law and approximately $1,000,000 was 
to fall due on Dec. I, it was stated 
at the state treasurer's office.* 
The decision was handed down in 
the case of the Airway Electric Ap­ 
pliance corporation, vs. H arry S. Day 
treasurer. 
The text of 
the opinion 
follows: 
“The inevitable effect of the act 
is to tax and directly burden inter­ 
state commerce of 
region 
corpora­ 
tions, w herever the num ber of shares 
authorized, subject to the charge of 
five cents each, exceeds the num ber 
of outstanding shares attributable to 
or represented by the corporation a 
property and business in that state. 
“In this case the fee fixed b: the 
commission 
was 
based 
on 
nearly 
eight times th e num ber of outstand­ 
ing shares and that determ ined by 
the court on nearly six times that 
number. 
As some of the outstanding 
shares are represented by the plain­ 
tiff’s interstate business, the applica­ 
tion of t h e 'rate total to the share or 
to a number greater than the total 
outstanding, necessarily am ounts to 
tax and direct burden upon all the 
property and business including the 
interstate commerce of the plaintiff 
\\ e have held that the act violates 
the commerce clause.” 
State T reasurer Harry S Day was 
out of the city and attaches of his 
pffice could not say what effect the 
court’s action would have on taxes 
that already have been collected. 
The tax for the year ending June 
30, 1923, am ounted to $1,003,356.

1924 the state trea su rer’s office sent 
statem ents out last week to collect a 
total of $909,367 due Dec. I.

Experts Probable Gain of 
Summer Campaign. 


A boy watched an expert give a 
class a lesson In the way to revive a 
person unconscious from water Im­ 
mersion. 
The next day the boy tried 
it on a bathing companion and saved 
his Ufa. 
Such a boy justifies all the 
effort and the cost of the Life-Saving 
Service, American Red Cross officials 
declare. 
The Red Cross method of 
restoring pertly drowned persons is so 
simple that the continual large sacri­ 
fice of life must decrease as an in­ 
formed public insists upon general,in­ 
struction in prone pressure practice 
to indues respiration. 
The Red Cross Life-Saving Service 
in every part of the country, summer 
and winter, is engaged in teaching 
this method as an Integra! part of 
swimming and life-saving. 
This ser­ 
vice bas grown from a single expert 
in 1914 to a corps of almost 50,000 ac­ 
tive life-savers. 
In this tenth year of 
the work it is predicted that fully 
60,000 more experts will be eligible 
for membership in the corps. 
This 
large accession in a single year is 
confidently expected as the result of 
the campaign among 22,000 troops or 
Boy Scouts under a plan to qualify 
at least two life-guards In each troop 
During the past year 4,746 men. 
8,374 women, 9,731 boys and girls suc­ 
cessfully passed the rigid tests of the 
Red Cross—an increase of 5,331 over 
1923. Intensive instruction is develop­ 
ing hundreds of qualified examiners 
for the Red Cross Life-Saving Corps, 
who supplement the teaching staff 
maintained by the national organize 
tion. 
The cause of water safety is 
therefore penetrating to new sections 
and eventually will cover all Amort 
can territory. 
Recognition of this Red Cross Ber 
vice for humanity is growing apace. 
At the request of the War Department 
every military training camp had life­ 
saving instruction last summer. 
Mu­ 
nicipalities have 
adopted 
the 
Red 
Cross 
course, 
public 
and 
private 
schools are offering it to students. 
business, civic and athletic organize 
tions ars promoting campaigns, and 
police departments are making it a 
part of the conditioning process for ) 
their recruits. 
Volunteer llfe-saverg throughout the 
country, the American Red Cross re­ 
ports, are eagerly advancing the cau.se 
of water safety, 388 volunteers receiv- 
I ing medals for giving from 200 to 300 
hours* service in two or three years. 
In addition 36 rescue bars to medals 
were awarded members of ths Red 
Cross Corps who saved one or more 
lives during the year.

through memberships is sought, and 
the American Red Cross urges all per­ 
sons to Join or renew membership 
daring the enrollment campaign open 
ing Armistice Day, November ll.
